that KUBARX was not fully supporting this operation, which was important 
to them.

ceived e briefing on the proposed installation* It was loomed that the 
subject apartment woe rented in the name of a woman (Identity "A" in ~ 
m 49464) • The ZIPP&R representatives indicated a willingness far J 
to travel to Berlin to act as a consultant during the installation* C-* J ' 
was selected to travel to Benin ae Pullaoh representative for the rr ojedt. 
The 2XRP2R3 felt that a transmitter used in conjunction with a hidden micro- 
phone would probably be the only' ianediate solution due to the difficulty 
of locating a listening poet within the range of a mlcrophone/wlre Installa- 
tion. The use of a transmitter eootaed like a good idea as it would enable 
independent nonitaring by KUBARK* A cable was forwarded to Headquarters 
requesting that two WT-1 line-powered transmitters be sent to Berlin*

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desire appeared reasonable when the lighting in-vnn^mont of tho room was 
considered* Nevertheless the wisdom of leaking Identity ”A M witting of the 
installation details was subject to so no silent conjecture. The ZIPPERS 
decided to .use an existing switch on ths lanu to control the transmitter. 
This switch was originally used for a large bulb in the center of the 1 kt ? 
but had not been, used for acno tine as individual pull-switches ware avail- 
able for the smaller bulbs that were used. 



1200 flours i /T ^ and itfJISTv worked on the a*3erfxly of the lamp at the 
apertnant. identify "A" spent a considerable tine in conversation with 
HKISR and appeared quite happy about the whole arrangement. At 1330 hours 
It heeare apparent that something voa wrong with the Banner of installation 
as the transmitter radiated very poorly when the lamp was finally assembled. 
XURZ arranged with V-70 and Identity "A* to r e mo ra the entire laap that 
evening for conversion. This was heartily endorsed by C- 1 w working 
ooodltlaur In the apartment wore not good. The lamp was ptefced up by KURZ 
and KiHSR and delivered t^_ _ JJand ~“jAtar that evening.

at street level with a vertical re c airing antenna. Above street level and 
with a horizontal receiving antenna much greater range could be expected . 
HSXSR was advised that a suitable recorder ccold be obtained conosrcially 
on the local market and that the re cei ver transfer to ZIP P HR and subse- 
quent servicing and repair work would be handled by/^ T 7. The meeting 
ended at 1000 hours.

KOBAHX supplied the equipment, made the installation, and pro- 
vided technical information which would lead to the establishment of the 
listening post. The location of tha apartment and the identity of Y-70 
and Identity "A* were established. A separate report will be written dis- 
cussing the audio capabilities of UPPER as indicated by the undersigned f s 
observations during this operation*
